POLITICAL. 


The Pratikdr, of the 8rd March, notices with sorrow that the 
rhe Nawab Nezim of Moorsheda- title of ‘‘ Nawab Bahadur of Moorshedabad” 
bad. has been conferred upon the successor of the 
present Nawab Nazim. The recipient of the honor, the writer remarks 
sarcastically, has indeed as much reason to feel gratified at this, as a wealthy 
person who, after, being despoiled of everything, even his very clothes, 
by robbers, succeeds by repeated entreaties in getting back from them 
a piece of rag wherewith to conceal his nakedness. The Nawab Nazim 
went to England to prefer his suit, but came back disappointed. In utter 
disregard of the rights secured to him by treaty, the authorities both in India 
and England have rejected his prayer. He has been all along subjected to 
sreat injustice, but his loyalty to the British Crown has remained unshaken. 
But what effect has the treatment accorded to him by the British Government 
produced in the minds of other native princes? It will, at the least, shake in 
a considerable measure the confidence hitherto reposed by them in the 
justice of the paramount power. 


Pusiic ADMINISTRATION. 


2. The following is the substance of an article in the Medznz, of the 
Government and the canal rate. 20th February:—It has been shewn that the 
payers Of Stidnapore. enquiry made by Mr. Fiddian regarding the 
complaints which were preferred by the canal rate-payers of Midnapore was 
not a thorough-going one. Owing to the circumstance that the local 
canal officers themselves were entrusted with the task of collecting evidence, 
the complainants were not given proper opportunities of proving their allega- 
tions. Mr. Fiddian, it appears, omitted, on the occasion of his visit, to 
take down the evidence of honest and trustworthy persons. The conclusion 
at which he has arrived as the result of his enquiry shows that the enquiry 
has proved abortive. It has been for a long time past known to the 
inhabitants that the canal rate-payers are subjected to extreme harassment, 
and the Collector’s opinion to the contrary, formed after a few hours enquiry, 
is not likely to have much weight with them. According to the Collector, 
the certificate procedure has not been productive of much oppression, 
but this the Editor cannot believe, inasmuch as in the course of a visit to 
Larma, a village not far from the canal, he had himself an opportunity of 
noticing the terror and anxiety which was produced in the minds of the 
inhabitants by the appearance of the canal officers in a neighbouring locality. 
Mr. Fiddian has not been able to deny that the certificate procedure has 
occasioned considerable harassment to those from whom small arrears of 
canal rate were due. The public, again, will not be, like Government, 
, $0 easily taken in by the figures adduced by Mr. Fiddian for 1880-81. That 
the small amount of canal revenue realized by means of the certificate 
procedure in that year is a proof that the inhabitants paid the water-rate in 
a willing and contented spirit, and that there was no necessity of putting 
pressure upon them, is not believed by those who are conversant with the true 
state of affairs. The figures for 1880-81 would have been of some value if those 
for previous years also had been published, thus making a comparison of 
figures for different years possible. The fact is that those poor people from 
whom the rates could be realized only by the issue of certificates have now 
repaired to localities far removed from the canal; while those that remain 
have accepted the rate as an inevitable evil. They have repeatedly protested, 
ut in vain. The period covered by their kabuliyats having nearly expired, 
they did not wish to aggravate their own difficulties by waiting to be served 
with certificates, and therefore somehow paid the rate last year. That is

collegiate education is in any way checked. Considering the large popula- 
tion of Bengal, high education has made but little progress here, and. there is 
some reason to fear that the authorities do not look upon its extension 
with favour. No express orders have indeed been issued to shut up 
colleges, but it appears from the tenor of the observations made by the 
Viceroy, and the proposal of the Lieutenant-Governor, that collegiate 
fees should be increased that Government is anxious to retire from the field 
of high education. The only effect of such a step will be to throw the 
charge of education into the hands of Christian missionaries, and that will 
lead to a mighty religious revolution in Bengal.
